Tho Moral* o* Courts. 


Lord Holland, whogc position gave him a 


ri^ht to know, makes some fearful revelation 
in his " Reminiscences," of the corruption of 
the Courts of Europe. 
Among other things, 


ho states the following : 


" It is said that George III., objected to any 


union with that branch of the house of'Bran- 
tlenburgh, with an observation drawn from 
the scandalous chronicle of Berlin, viz : that 
none of his children fchould »lly themselves 
'with tho children of Schmettuu.' Frederick, 
•when there was not much prospect of an heir 
in the other branches, had placed a disting- 
uished officer of engineers of that name in the 
family of his brother Ferdinand, in the hope 
and expectation, and, perhaps, with the ex- 
press injunction, that he would supply all de- 
ficiencies in the house. The Princess, though 
lofty and dccoious in her demeanor, was not 
long insensible to the personal and mental 
charms of her chamberlain ; and Schmettnu 
annually announced the birth of a prince, and 
received some handsome presents tor the good 
news; till, on tho third visit, according to 
Miraboau, the King, after giving him a gold- 
headed cane, called him back and said,'&ftmet- 
tau, troialc'est a* sea.' Such anecdotes, very 
currently related, raised a smile everywhere 
else, but serious scruples in tho mind of 
George III. 
Had he, however, been as con- 


sistcift in them as in most others, he would 
havo objected to another alliance of his fami- 
ly with the house of Brandonburgh. The ex- 
iled and divorced Queen of Prussia is much 
belied, if, on the marriage of her daughter 
with the Duke of York, she did not observe 
to the chamberlain who announced it, that it 
was a good match enough for the daughter of 
Muller the musician, one whom she was ac- 
cused of admitting to criminal familiarities. — 
Her "Husband himself, at one time sanctioned 
by conjecture. With the view of debauching 
tho young Princess, his reputed daughter, he 
endeavored, but in vain, to lesson her ab- 
horrence of any compliance with his passion, 
by depriving it of tho aggravation of incest, 
and disclaiming all pretensions of being her 
father. 
Such disgusting profligacy should 


seldom be recorded. 
I would not defile this 


narrative with such impurities if I did not 
know, from tho best authority, that what I re- 
late is true ; and if I did not think it useful and 
right to expose the state of manners in those 
German courts, which, with an hypocrisy as 
revolting as their vices, alleged a dread of the 
subversion of religion and morality to he the 
chief motive of their aggression on revolution- 
ary and republican France. Justice, as well as 
sincere respect for the memory of a most ami- 
able woman, calls upon me to add that to the 
best of my belief, the Princess, who«e name is 
mixed up in this disgusting story, was entire- 
ly free from all reproach on that occasion." 


In another connection, the sa-one author re- 


lates : 


" For iome months after the marriage of 


Ferdinand VII., which wai celebrated at 
Barcelona in 1802, it was apprehended that 
no issue could be expected. 
The Queen of 


Naples upbraided her ambassador, the Duke 
of St. Theodore, (from whom I have derived 
my information,) for having delivered over 
her favorite daughter to a joyless and barren 
bed. That minister, however, adroitly ascer- 
tained that ignorance and innocence, and no 
natural defect or coldness of constitution, had 
retarded the completion of their union. He 
found means «re long of enlightening the roy- 
al pupil, and even of satisfying his more ex- 
perienced mistress that he had not been un- 
successful in his instructions. The details ro- 
tated to me would make a figure in a modern 
Brantome ; but I do not aspire tobe'suA, and 
I leave them to the imaginations of Jewa or 
Christian*, who m«y read these pages, wilh 
an assurance that their fancy can hardly 
make them more ludicrous or indelicate than 
reality. 
" The briUe was a pale, sickly, ugly young 


woman, with a gentle expression of counten- 
ance and grent propriety of manner. She 
v»n lost, or never possessed the affections of 
her mother-in-law.

F. K. Phoenix, of Delevan, one of the Edi- 


tors of the Wisconsin Farmer, has also a fine 
nursery, and you can depend on the trees 
you get from his garden. We should sooner 
think of sending to Mr. Phoenix or Mr. Bell 
for fruit trees, than to any other nurseryman 
in the State, or out of it, if we wished to get 
good fruit adapted to our soil and climate. 


There ought to be a higher law, compelling 


every man to plant fruit and shade trees, if 
the law of self interest is not strong enough to 
make them do it.

LAND LIMITATION DISCUSSION, 


In Gardiner's Hall, before the Youny Men's 
Association, March 13th, 14th and 15th, 1SS1. 


Mr. Ryan replied, first by nn indignant de- 


fense of lawyers, declaring that the common 
law, the bulwark of civil liberty, was the j 
work of English and American lawyers. 
He 


denied, over and over again, that man had 
any natural right to property— said naturally 
man wa3 a brute — that he wa^ formed for 
society — that society created the right of 
property, and that when he entered into so- 
ciety he ^rave up apart of his rights [of whicb 
he had none !] for the saku of protecting the 
rest. 
-Ho made the following Constitutional 


objections to Land Limitation : 


1. It impairs the obligation of contracts. 
2. The United Staler, which originally 


owned all the lands in this State, gave a title 
in fee simple and guarantied its descent to 
the huir-s in perpetuity, and such a law intcr- 
feren -with the perpetuity of descent. 
In 


proof, he read part of decision of Supreme 
Court, case of Wilcox vs. Jackson. 


3. It confiscates estates and takes private 


property 
without compensation. 
But the 


Constitution declares that conviction of crime 
shall not work forfeiture of estate, and foibids 
the taking of private property by the State, 
without compensation. 


SECOND EVENING. 


On the second evening, Mr. Van Amnngo 


replied seriatim to Mr. liyau's objections. — 
lie ullirmed man's natural right to property, 
quoting Elackstone and other standard law

Ho bliowed thai the common law was 


not the work of lawyers, but had its origin in 
the Anglo Saxon cubtoms. and the Anglo Sax- 
on spirit of liberty — that the body of lawyers 
in England-— with a lew noblo exceptions — 
Lad been basely subservient to the tyrannical 
rulers of England, and that John Milton had 
dono more for Liberty in England, than all 
the lawyers since the time of the Norman 
conquest.

tive, and not rotio-active, and thcf'ore could 
not act upon past contracts; and future con- 
Uaets would be made with reference to such 
u law — [Authority : " No law passed 
be-

the third evening, Mr. Waldo spoke at 


length, and repeated the Constitutional ob- 
jections urged by Mr. Ryan, and reviewed 
the bistcry of the land tenures among the 
Israelites, saying that the lands were re-divi- 
ded and re-distributed every fifty years; 
which, if true, would be a full answer to his 
subsequent question : If all the people of a 
country owned, say, 160 acres of land, and 
none remain to be itppropriated, what would 
you do with the increase of population ?

Mr. Waldo repeated Mr. Ryan's false ac- 


cusation, that Land Limitationists wished to 
confiscate the lands of the large land owners, 
and take them away without compensation.

attack of Mr. Finch, on the preceding even- 
ing :

Docs any one dispute that 
fact, or deny that over-grown wealth tends to 
make men impatient of restraint and contra- 
diction ? 
And for this, the gentleman has 


made a broad attack upon my character, and 
accused me publicly of being a reviler of the 
church and ministry, and a scoffer of the 
Christian Reliion.

After vindicating the principles of Land 


Limitation from the objections brought against 
it by Mr. Ryan, Mr. Van Auiringe proceed- 
ed to show the benefits which would flow from 
its adoption. 


Mr. Finch did not regard the Constitution- 


al objections to Land Limitation as of much 
weight, but, like Mr. Rj an, denied the natu- 
ral right of man to the soil. He quoted the 
examples of Hezekiah and Solomon, who 
were as rich as As'or, and the parable of the 
man with but one talent, to justify Land Mo- 
nopoly; said the Land Limitatjonists were 
opposed to accumulations—their Editors and- 
the whole fraternity are poor and jealous of 
those who have property—unoccupied land 
enough far ftpes and therefore no need of 
Land Limitation—it took nway motives to 
labor; paralyzed business; destroyed the free- 
dom of the will; lead? to other isms—to the 
abolition of the Sabbath and to the abolition 
of tnarriag*—told some vulgar storie», and 
made af>enonal attack on the Editor of the 
Free Democrat, accusing him of infidelity, of 
coming oot from tbo ehurvltw, &c., andde- 
notwcing bin, and quoted Aaron Burr'* 


Let 


it be understood that the church and ministry 
are to put themselves forward as the apolo- 
gists and advocates of hoary abuses, denying 
to men their right to the earth—the common 
inheritance of all—and taunting the poor 
landless men, as vagabonds, and infidels to 
such a religion will be as numerous as living 
men and women, in whose hearts the love of 
justice and humanity has not become extinct, 
Let the poor lack-landers be compared, by 
the mouth-pieces and exponents of the church- 
es, as they were last evening, to the man with 
but one talont, whom Christ condemned, 
while rewarding the possessor of ten talents—

let the people be made to believe such inter- 
pretations of the Scriptures as these, and 
how long will they retain their reverence for 
such a book, or their respect for the men who 
swear by such an interpretation ? If there 
is anything more abhorrent to the teachings 
of the Merciful One than such interpreta- 
tions, even in the writings of Tom Puine and 
Voltaire, I have never seen it. 


Sir, I repudiate such expositions of the 


Divine will. 
What! 
Shall the Bible be 


pressed into the service of Mammon, and we 
be required to fall down and worship this 
Moloch, instead of the living and true God ? 
I cm an infidel to a religion which teaches 
such doctrines as I have beard on this floor— 
to n religion which denies the natural rights 
of the landless poor, and allows the rich to 
trample them in the dust—to a religion which 
is below humanity and does not even make 
men, of men. 
Such 11 religion, I cast from 


me with loathing and abhorrence! 


The Mtwter whom I worship was emphati- 


cally the friend and companion of the poor, 
and the Scribes and Pharisees of bis day, 
said of him—at the Scribe* and Pharisees of 
the present day say of those who now plead 
the causa of the poor—"he boa* devil and is 
mad." 
Christ opened his great mission tfitfa 


the startling announcement, « The spirit of 
the Lord is upon me, because he bath an- 


nointed me to preach glad tidings to the 
poor," and wherever he went, in the dwellings 
of the humble and before the great ones of 
the earth, he proclaimed—not, like Mr. Ryan, 
aspire to be Astors—or to a seat in Congress, 
but—" He that hasteth to be rich shall not be 
innocent—the rich man shall hardly enter the 
kingdom of Heaven—God hath chosen the 
poor of this world, rich in faith and heirs of 
the kingdom he hath promised to them that 
love him." 


The religion I cherish breathes peace on 


earth and good -wilt to men, and any other re- 
ligion is to me a fable and a usurpation. 


The Christ I worship, in my heart of hearts 


is the Savior who came to redeem the lost, to 
elevate the depressed, to raise up the bowed 
down, to lift man up from the dust, place the 
crown of sovereignty on his head, and fill his 
mouth with songs of rejoicing.
